Paris, Nov. 17.—The news of the. 
adoption by the United States senate 
of ten reservations to the German 
peace treaty was received with In- 
terest In peace conference 
circles. 


The p'olnt apparently being most dis- 
cussed by the delegates in general Is 
as to whether the senate will ulti- 
mately Insist upon the reservations 
being formally approved by the other 
governments as now specltled In the 
preamble.1 
In French circles the 


indications are that the French gov- 
ernment is not prepared to give its 
formal approval. 
There likewise is much speculation 


as to how far the American reserva- 
tions might possibly affect the heser- 
vatlons some of the miner powers, 
such as China, Rumania, and -Jugo- 
slavia desire to make.
